Mr. P, F e chairman of the 
Citizens Rehabilitation Council in 
Wainwright, stated today that there 


are 31 unemployed veterans regis- 
tered in his office, 


Ever since the war ended Mr. Arm- 


bhaw and other citizens have been 
carrying on the work of the Citizens 


Rehabilitation Council, under auth- 
ority of the Dominion Government, 
and have done a marvelous job in 


locating veterans and placing them 
in employment, He stated that it had

This organization, while authoriz- 
ed by the Dominion Government is 
financed by donations from public 
bodies as well as cash from indivi- 
dual pockets.

Buffalo and Elk 
For Australia 


A shipment of buffalo and elk, one 
male and two females of each, is 
going forward by the steamer 
“Waikawa” from Vancouver this 
month, destined to Taronga Zoo- 
logical Park in Sydney, Australia 
The animals have been selected from 
the Government herds in Elk Island 


National Park, Alberta, where more | * 


than 1000 head of buffalo as well as 
some 900 head of elk, moose, and 
other deer roam at large over an 
area. of 51 Square miles. 

Actually, Elk Island National Park 
is a fenced enclosure, but as far as 
the wild animals there are concern- 
ed they are probably quite unaware 
that their movements are in any 
way restricted except, of course, that 
they are not allowed to visit their 
cousins in other parts of the country. 

At the time that the buffalo, 
threatened with extenction, were re- 
established on the western plains of 
Canada, Elk Island. National. Park 
was chosen as the reception centre 
for the herd purchased by the Can- 
adian Government from a Montana 
rancher, Later, this herd and its 
offspring were transferred to Wain- 
wright National Park, also in Alber- 
ta—all but a few, too wild to capture 
From this small but elusive band has 
grown the present herd of plains 
buffalo—one of the finest on the 
continent, 

The elk or wapiti, like the buffalo, 
are native to the region and were 
among the big game animals pro- 
tected when the area comprising H 
Island National Park was fenced, 
They too are fine specimens, sharing 
the lush pastures and enjoying the 
same sanctuary. conditions afforded 
to the buffalo. 

. The buffalo and elk now being 
shipped have a long journey ahead 
of them to the “land down under”, 
but they are beginning it in excel- 
lent condition. A park warden will 
accompany them as far as Vancou- 
ver, and a member of the crew of 
the steamer “Waikawa” will be in- 
structed regarding their care during 
the remainder of their journey of 
more than 7000 miles.

Grounds during this last summer. 
This work was absolutely necessary 
and a satisfactory job has been ac- 
complished, ‘The Public Committee, 
arranging and supervising this work, 
are to be highly commended för 
their keen interest and public spirit 
shown in this undertaking. The tot- 
al amount spent on the Cemetery 
Grounds during the year amounted 
to $407.05, while the revenue receiv-

REPORT OF THE WAINWRIGHT 
MUNICIPAL” HOSPITAL BOARD 
1946 


The following is a summary of the 
activities of the Wainwright Munici- 
pal Hospital Board for the year 1946 

The hospital has again had a very 
busy and successful year. 

The number of patients treated 
were 1241, of these 918 were in- 
patients and 823 were out-patients. 
Medical cases numbered 409; Surgi- 
cal cases mimbered 270; Obstetrical 
cases numbered 120 and infants born 
numbered 119, 

At times it was found very diffi- 
cult to accommodate all patients and 
the hospital was crowded practically 
all the year, 

Regarding the staff, we have been 
more fortunate than most hospitals, 
seldom being short more than one 
nurse at a time. Having to comply 
with Government Regulations re 
eight hour day and one day off per 
week for all employees, we had to 
engage extra’ staff, which, along

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The following article is published 
by authority of the Wainwright 
School Division: 

Somebody has come out with a 
new expression “MAILBOX HD- 
CATION” in place of the old term 
“correspondence education,” to des- 
cribe how we teach about 10% of 
Alberta’s children. That seems to me 
to be a very healthy sign, The term 
correspondence education“ had 
something pompous and phony about 
it, as if you could make something 
out of nothing if you gave it a big 
enough name. 

Actually, each of these 15,671 
mailbox students we read about gets 
a letter once a week from his teach- 
er up in Edmonton, Once a week— 
that’s all, Just think how helpful, 
encouraging and inspiring a teacher 
can be to a child she sees all day for 
five days a week; and then think 
how little of that influence she can 
exert by writing to him once a week, 
He doesn’t even know what she 
looks like, 

Away with this mailbox education! 
Let's find out how to get good teach- 
ers, Let’s find enough money to keep 
them when we have got them, And 
any honest citizen understands that 
there is enough money in Alberta to 
educate our children properly, Be- 
tween 1935 and 1945 the circulation 
of Canadian coin increased from a 
total of 33 million to a total of 78 
million; during the same period our 
average daily note circulation rose 
from 169 million to 951 million, 
Bank clearings show similar . pros- 
perity, We have the money, It is the 
duty of the people and the govern- 
ment of Alberta to see that Educa- 
tion does not starve for want of 
money, 

1, All the signs are pointing to a 
big debate on Education while the 
Legislature is sitting. And all the 
signs indicate that the Minister of 
Education will tell us there is not 
enough money to give the school 
children a fair break. 

Without critizing anybody's per- 
sonal tastes, I think it fair to report 
that the people of Alberta can find 
$36,000,000 a year to pay for hard 
liquor, wines, beer and permits in a 
single year, According to the Alber- 
ta Educational Council they can find 
something like $18,000,000 a year to 
pay for cigars, cigarettes and tobac- 
co, So far they can only find $14,000, 
000 to spend on educating their child- 
ren, 

It does not make sense, The Min- 
ister can give us almost any argu- 
ment he likes about the collapse of 
education, but we ask him please 
not to tell us again that we haven't 
the money. 

2, When are we going to scrap this 
new system of “supervisors” that is 
creeping into our rural schools? 
Nobody wants to speak unkindly 
about the young boys and girls who 
are taking care of the schools and 
the pupils during this disastrous 
teacher-famine; but it must be re- 
alised that they are quite untrained, 
and no more use as teachers than 
they would be as atenographers with 
out training. There isn't a business 
man in our cities who would hire an 
untrained Grade 10 girl as a steno- 
grapher, It would be the height of 
stupidity, So why should we continue 
to exercise the same degree of stup- 
idity in the management of our 
schools and the instruction of our 
children? 

Does the Government realise that 
education has never fallen as low as 
this in 25 years? In the last post- 
war period we were able to get a 
thousand students into our Notmal 
Schools, We can’t do it today, Get at 
the underlying causes and remove

A further factor which has made 
this action necessary, at this time, 
it was pointed out, is the fact that 
both the Indian and Ceylon Govern- 
ments have announced that they are 
discontinuing their tea controls and 
that from the firet of this year, tea 
sales will be made by public auction, 
Canadian supplies of tea and cof- 
fee, including stocks on hand, en 
route and under firm contract, are 
sufficient for the next eight to ten 
months’ requirements officials de- 
clared, 

The short run future of world 
prices for tea and coffee is very un- 
certain, but present assured Cana- 
dian stocks will make it possible to 
hold prices within the new man- 
mums for from six to nine months. 
By that time it is ‘hoped that the 
world tea and coffee prices will have 
become stabilized.
